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A Couple Of Letters That Describe The Voyage To America 

Letter from John I. Hart - October 24, 1873 

Off Queenstown,5.30 a.m., October 24, 1873.President. L. J. Herrick. 

Dear Brother,—Soon after you left us we turned our attention to the 
comfort of the Saints, and organized the company as follows: Albert 
Singleton, to be captain of the guard, and William Crouch his 
assistant; William Smith to the charge of the first ward; Thomas 
Warret [Warrett], the second; Edward Peters, the third, and George 
C. Ferguson, the fourth. 

You, doubtless, will be surprised to learn that we dropped anchor at 
half-past 10 on the night of the 22nd, off New Brighton. As there was 
a heavy gale at the time, the captain very wisely concluded to await 
until the following morning before proceeding on the voyage. On the 
23rd at a quarter past eight, a.m., we sailed out of the Mersey and 
moved swiftly and smoothly along till about three, p.m., when 
Neptune's bosom became restless and thickly dotted with white- 
capped waves, the result of which soon had a telling effect upon the 
passengers, two-thirds of whom were seasick. This continued until 
about midnight. 

We are pleased to notice that the most of our people are feeling 
much better this morning, and trust they may continue to do so. The 
happy, comfortable and easy appearance of our people, and the 
absence of vulgarity and profanity, have already elicited remarks of 
commendation and praise from saloon passengers. 

We are much pleased to have the companionship of President 
[Albert] Carrington, whom we are happy to say enjoys his usually 
good health. 

This morning the weather is clear, and indicates a pleasant and 
speedy voyage. 
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raying for your continued success, together with that of your co¬ 
workers, and wishing a kindly remembrance to all the Saints, in 
which President Carrington joins, we remain, your brethren in the 
Covenant of Peace, 

Letter from John I. Hart et al - November 5, 1873 
New York, Nov. 5, 1873. 

President L. J. Herrick. 

Dear Brother,—We arrived here last evening at 4 p.m. All remained 
on board during the night. At 11 this morning we came ashore. 

During the passage the weather had been fine and the motion of the 
ship tolerably steady; still a number continued to be seasick the most 
of the time. Although head winds retarded our progress and 
lengthened the voyage, the many aged and infirm have done 
exceedingly well, and all have been spared to arrive safely, feeling 
grateful to the Lord for his protecting care. 

Sunday, Nov. 2nd, we held two meetings, at which a number of 
persons, not of our faith, were present. Sound doctrine and fatherly 
advice were imparted, under the influence of which the Saints felt to 
rejoice. The spirit of union, peace and goodwill has prevailed. We 
can truly say that the Lord's poor are in this company; the aged and 
the young are alike happy in being delivered from Babylon. The 
officers of the ship have been kind, courteous and obliging. Mrs. 
Jackson's untiring efforts in waiting upon the aged, infirm and sick, 
are duly appreciated, and will long be remembered by our people 
who were on board the Idaho. Mrs. Payne, the stewardess, also 
deserves honorable mention for her indefatigable efforts in nursing 
and waiting on the sick. We presented her a testimonial, 
accompanied with a small but substantial gift from the company, in 
appreciation of her services. 
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Tomorrow, at 1 p.m. we expect to go on the cars, and hope to 
continue our journey speedily and safely to the mountain of the 
Lord's house, where we can rest securely beneath the folds of Zion's 
standard. 

President [Albert] Carrington continues to enjoy good health; he 
leaves for home on Saturday, the 8th, in company with Brother 
[William C.] Staines, and possibly Brother J. W. Young. 

Praying for your continued success, together with that of your co¬ 
workers, in the gathering of scattered Israel, and wishing a kindly 
remembrance to all at "42," [LIVERPOOL MISSION ADDRESS WAS 
42 ISLINGTON] in which President [Albert] Carrington joins, we 
remain you brethren in the covenant of peace,

P.S.—Esther Mills, from Reading, in the London Conference, has been 
insane during the voyage. Today she was taken in charge by the 
government officers and placed in the asylum, where she will remain 
until her husband, who is somewhere in America, can be heard from. 
Her [p.748] insanity is supposed to have been caused by a knock 
received while handling the luggage. We omitted to mention that, on 
the night of the 27th ultimo, a brig ran across our track and narrowly 
escaped being cut in two. As she had not lights out, we inferred that 
all aboard of the brig were drunk or asleep; wanton reckless, [p.749]

History of Hyrum Smith Stevens 

Hyrum Smith Stevens was born in Nauvoo, 
Hancock, Ill. December 12, 1840. The son of 
Lyman Stevens and Martha Durfee Stevens. 
He crossed the plains with his parents in 
1847. His father being one of the Mormon 
Battalion left his family at Winter quarters 
for some time, where they suffered many 
hardships with the other saints. After they 
arrived in Salt Lake, They moved on to 
Hollodays-Burg to make their home, later 
moving to Sanpete, and from Sanpete to 
southern Utah.

In August 1862 he married Deborah L. Lemons. 

Sometime after his marriage, he with his wife went 
to Rockville, with a small company and took up 
land for farming purposes. In the fall a company 
of four wagons taking their belongings and 
provisions started a journey over the Kolob 
mountains. During the day they saw Indian tracks, 
feeling that they were hiding nearby, the company 
stopped their teams on a hill. Hyrum leaving his 
team, went and stood behind a big Pine tree. He 
could hear the Indians trying to keep their dogs 
from barking. He stepped from behind the tree and 
was shot by an Indian. The Bullet passed through 
his right Lung. He called out. Boys, I'm shot. The 
Indians surrounded their wagons taking his team of horses. Hyrum 
was carried on horse back for two days bleeding very badly. They 
arrived in Takerville, his wife meeting him there. They decided to 
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get a man to take the 
bullet out. He 
pleaded all the time 
for them to leave 
him to die.A man of 
the name MR. Wright 
cut the Bullet out of 
his back with a 
pocket knife and two 
pieces of shirt that 
passed through with 
the bullet. This 
happened near Mt. 
Carmel, Utah, November 5, 1866. He was unable to work for two 
years. The Indians offered to work for him. He served in the 
Blackhawk war and in different wars in Utah. 


His first wife died Feb 18, 1877, Leaving him with 5 children, two 
dyeing before this. He then married Hannah Elizabeth Wardle June 
19, 1879. And they had 15 Children, 8 sons and 7 Daughters. Making 
him the father of 22 children. In 1893 with his family, he moved to 
Idaho, settling in Teton Valley and lived in Driggs. He died may 21st 
1924 in Driggs, Idaho, at the age of 83 years 5 Months and 9 days.
